Landscaping Of New Buildings 
Begun, Parking Lot Planned 


Beautification of areas around SAC’s three new build- 
ings has been started by Masters Landscaping Company 
of Long Beach. 

Sprinkling systems are being installed, lawns, trees 


and shrubs are being planted around Hammond Hall and 
Cook Gymnasium, both of which 
were completed this year. Plant- 
ings have been made along the 
north side of Don Field. 

As soon as Phillips Hall is com- 
pleted, work will’ begin on that 
side of the campus. 

The $8,990 contract includes the 
landscaping and planting of areas 
adjacent to the new parking lot 
which will extend along Bristol 
Street between Phillips Hall and 
17th Street. 

The widening of Bristol Street 
has permanently closed the cam- 
pus entrance at the corner of 
Bristol] and 17th Street, which 
has long been a traffic hazard. 

When completed, there will be 
three entrances on 17th Street, 
instead of the existing two, and 
there will be one entrance on Bris- 
tol Street. An additional street 
will accomodate traffic from Phil- 
lips Halls through the campus on 
the north side.

SAC Campus Legend Created By 


Instructor’s Lecture’ Style’

Dr. Edwin T. Force, SAC’s Chairman of Social 
Science Department since 1951, has inspired a campus 
legend. 
“Drop your pencil in his class,”’ it is said, “‘and you are 


likely to lose a war—or a couple 
of centuries.” 


A man of humor and under- 
standing, Dr. Force nevertheless 
delivers his lectures in rapid, 
staccato style. 

“He looks at the floor, the wall, 
the ceiling—everywhere but at us, 
and talks away like a machine 
gun’s_ splatter,” commented a 
freshman. 

Jack Hood, former SAC stu- 
dent, remembers how vivid Dr. 
Force made California History to 

im. 

“The guy panned gold, visited 
missions and battle sites and came 
back to us with the stories of his 
experiences. He made the old days 
real to us.” ~ 

Classes are never held by Dr. 
Force, reported another student, 
but ‘services will be conducted.’ 

His name invariably evoked a 
chuckle followed by an anecdote 
illustrating a warm, pleasant re- 
lationship between instructor and 
students. 

Dr. Force admits he gets a great 
satisfaction from teaching. “I de- 
pend on my students to keep me 
young,” he said, “regardless of my 
advancing chronological age.” 


Alumnus of the University of 
Nevada and University of Cali- 


fornia, Dr. Force has been teach- 
ing since 1937, with ten years of 
erat time spent at Santa Ana Col- 
ege. 

His favorite period of history 
begins with. the American’ Revo- 
lutionary War extending through 
the Civil War and his. favorite 


historical characters were all Am- t 


erican presidents. ; 

George Washington heads this 
list because of his ability to keep 
his head in the most trying cir- 
cumstances. Abraham Lincoln, as 
a great humanitarian, and Grover 
Cleveland because of his bulldog 
tenacity and refusal to be domi- 
nated by political bosses. 

Woodrow Wilson makes the list 
because, Dr. Force believes, he 
was a man far ahead.of his times. 
“If the world had listened to him 
in 1918, there would have been no 
Second. World War, and certainly 
no iron curtain today.” 

Dr. Force insists he has no hob- 
bies, unless his teaching might be 
so called. However, he claims one 
vice: harness racing. His son, Ed- 
win, will attend SAC as a chemical 
engineer major, after completing 
high school. Two younger daught- 
ers, Florence and Louellen, are 
now attending elementary school. 


‘CRACKING THE CODF’ 
IS LIFE OF DR. PIKE

“Dopneraro.”” — 


If this word seems strange to you there is every 


reason to think so . . 


The word is strange, but the derivation is even more 


so. It means “give it to me,” in the Telefomin language of 


New Guinea. Literally translated, 
the individual letters of the word 
in order mean, “this indeed you 
will actively give to me the ob- 
ject in the future?’ 

Of such is the nature of study 
of Dr. Kenneth Pike, Professor of 
Linguistics at the University of 
Michigan, currently engaged in 
research at Santa Ana College. 

Trying To Bridge Gap 

Dr. Pike has recently returned 
from Dallas, Texas, where he 
gave a _ series of lectures on 
studies he has made concerning 
the translation of native lan- 
guages into a written alphabet. 

“I’m trying to build a bridge 
between linguistics and anthro- 
pology by finding principles com- 
mon to the structure of both,” 
said Dr. Pike, who is doing ‘re- 
search at SAC for. the thir 
volume of. his work entitled, 
“Language In Relation to a Uni- 
fied Theory of the Structure of 
Human Behavior.” 

Developing Theories 


Beginning his. career in. lin- 


guistics in 1935 with the Summer 
Institute of Linguistics of Glen- 
dale, California, Dr. Pike has sub- 
sequently been developing theo- 
ries which will aid in -the trans- 
lation of unwritten languages, and 
lay the groundwork for the dis- 
covery of the grammar structure. 

“Cracking the code” is a term 
Dr. Pike uses as he talks of break- 
ing down the structure of the 
language. 

“Some characteristics are com- 
mon between every language in 
the world of which there are more 
than 3,000 and by understanding 
the basic under lying’ principles, 
one can crack the code faster” he 
explained. 

Cracking the Sound Barrier 

The devoted scientist is trying 
to discover and develop these 
principles into a system. He ‘has 
already met with success in his 
endeavor to find the key which 


_will unlock the doors to under- 


standing ‘more of the nature of 
man and what makes him what he 
is.
